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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first action relating to serial application number 10/559,862 filed 05-23-2006. 
Claims 15-27 are currently pending. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt Is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings

compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled

Specification 
Abstract 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because In line 1 , the phrase "The 

Invention provides" and in line 13, the present invention also provides" are phrases 

which can be implied. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 
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The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

5. Claims 15-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
O'Reilly et al. (5,743,657). O'Reilly et al. discloses a tilting bearing pad comprising a 
outer carrier (13); a plurality of tilted pads retain within the outer carrier; a corresponding 
plurality of retaining pins (56) to retain the tilted pads in given circumferential position, 
the pin is in the bearing assembly outer carrier so as to abut a side face of a cavity in 
the corresponding tilted pad and at least one retaining pin and the corresponding are 
respectively shaped such that , when in use, it is apparent that a clearance exist in the 
plain transverse to the axis of the bearing assembly and the tilted pad between the 
retaining and the side face is lesser at a first location which lies substantially at the inner 
surface of the carrier than at all corresponding locations at radially inner portions of the 
side face with respect to the first locations, and the contact points between the retaining 
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pin and tlie tilted pad when in use lies substantially at the inner surface of the outer 
carrier, and the tilted pad is accordingly able to tilt without being substantially displaced 
circumferentially about the carrier. In addition, there is reasons to believe, bas on the 
similarity of (structure etc.) that the functional limitation (s) of the pin and the cavity of 
the tilted pad when In use being restricted to " — " maybe (an) inherent characteristic (s) 
of (the prior art). In re accordance with In re Best, 562F.2d 1252, 195 USPQ 430, 433 
(CCPA 1977). This "burden of rebutting [may be of] the PTO's reasonable assertion of 
inherency under 35 USC 102, or of prima facie obviousness under 35 USC 103" (195 
USPQ at 432). Accordingly, the burden is placed upon the applicant to prove that the 
limitation (s) in question is/are not (an) inherent characteristic (s) of the reference 
disclosure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following Is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 16-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
O'Reilly et al. O'Reilly et al. does not disclose the various shapes of the retaining pin 
and the cavity as set forth In the claims. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the shapes of the pin and cavity as 
set forth with the claims above, since it held that a change in the basic shape of a 
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known apparatus would have been obvious improvement. In re Dailey, 149 USPQ 47 
(CCPA 1976).
